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Japanese Family Register Act 

Chapter 1 GENERAL 

Article 1 (Compilation of the family resister) 

(1) The compilation of the family register is under the 
jurisdiction of the mayor in the district. 



Chapter 4 NOTIFICATION 

Paragraph 9 Death and DISAPPEARANCE 

Article 86 (Notification of death) 

(1) The death of a person shall be notified to a mayor of a 
district within a legal term, i.e. 7 days from acknowledgement 
of the death of that person by a relative or a person of the 
same resident, to enter into a family register.

Section V SUCCESSION 
Chapter 1 General 

Article 882 (Cause for commencement of succession) 
Succession shall commence from the death of a person. 



Chapter 2 Successor 

Article 887 (Child and vicarious successor) 

(1) The child of the deceased is the legal heir. 

(2) When the legal heir dies before commencement of 
succession, or has lost a right to inherit, or said right being 
excluded, according to the provisions laid down in Article 
891, any child of the heir apparent becomes the vicarious 
successor. However, this provision is not applicable to any 
person who is not a lineal descendant. 

(3) The preceding paragraph shall apply to the case where 
the vicarious successor dies before commencement of 
succession, or has lost the vicarious right to inherit, or 
said right being excluded, according to the provisions laid 
down in Article 891. 



Article 890 (Spouse) 

The spouse of the ancestor shall become the heir at all times. 
In this case, the spouse shall have the same order with a person 
who is the heir under the provisions of the preceding three 
Articles, if any. 



Chapter 3 Effect of Succession 
Paragraph 1 General 

Article 896 (General effect of Succession) 

From commencement of succession, a successor or heir apparent 
shall inherit all rights, interests and obligations relating 
to the property belonging to the deceased. However, such 
inheritance does not apply to any private matter relating 
solely to the deceased. 



Article 898 (Common succession - common ownership of the 
inherited property) 

When there are several successors or heirs, they inherit the 
property jointly- 



Article 899 (Common succession - common ownership of the right 
and obligation) 

Each common successor or heir inherits the rights and 
obligations in proportion to the share of the inherited 
property. 



Paragraph 2 Share of Inherited Property 
Article 900 (Legal Share of Property to be inherited) 
When several successors in the same degree of lineal relation 
are present, the share of property to be inherited is decided 
as follows: 

(1) When a child and a spouse are the heirs, each inherits 
1/2 of the property respectively. 

(2) When a spouse and a lineal ascendant are the heirs, each 
inherits 2/3 and 1/3 of the property respectively. 

(3) When a spouse and sibling are the heirs, each inherits 
3/4 and 1/4 respectively. 

(4) When several children, lineal ascendants or siblings are 
to inherit the property, each shares equally. 
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
